Steel Cars Now for Freight Service 


In a recent speech at Kitchener, 
Ontario, E. W. Beatty, chairman 
and president of the Canadian 
Pacific pointed out that the aver¬ 
age freight rate per ton per mile 
In Canada is about 6V6 I>«r cent 
lower than in the U.S., and that 
the average of Canadian grain 
rates is 40 per cent lower. 


The Trans-Canada will cross the 
continent in an hour and a half 
less time eastbound, and an hour 
less westbound than it did last 
year. This does not mean that 
Canada has got any smaller, but 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Is running the famous flyer on 
an improved schedule.

George Hoadly, is asking the legis¬ 
lature for the passage of a new bill 
entitled, "Noxious Weeds Act Bill of 
1020 .” 

Must Desti oy All Weeds 
Every owner or occupant of lands 
shall be required to destroy all nox¬ 
ious weeds or weed seed on the land 
he owns or occupies, with the option 
of a court conviction and a maximum 
fine of $50 and costs for failure to 
comply with the regulations. The act 
will also compel all irrigation and rail 
way companies to seed whtei clover 
timothy or western lye grass, or a 
mixture thereof, on all earth works 
made by them.

Experiments Show Alaska Variety 
OlVM Highest Yield 
The canning of peas has grown In¬ 
to an Industry of considerable extent 
In many parts of Canada. In the pro* 
vince of Nova Scotia It has become 
an established industry. To find out 
tho best varieties of peas to grow 
for this purpose a series of experi¬ 
ments was carried out at tho Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, Nappan. The Im¬ 
portant factors looked for as describ¬ 
ed In the report of the superinten¬ 
dent, published by tho Department of 
Agriclture, Ottawa, in the varieties 
were uniformity of ripening, freedom 
from worms and disease, and the 
yield of crop. The variety Alaska, 
gave the highest yield of 7,865 
pounds of marketable seed to the 
acre. This variety produces a smooth 
round pea, with pods well filled that 
ripen fairly uniformly and has the 
appearance of excellence for canning 
purposes. Horsford Market Garden, 
yielded at tho rato of 5,415 pounds 
of marketable crop per acre. This 
variety did not ripen as uniformly 
as Alaska and Is more susceptible to 
blight at the base of the stem. The 
Lincoln gave 6,816 pounds of crop to 
tho acre of a very smooth round pea 
that Is slow in developing. Advancer, 
a pea of medium size lacks uniform¬ 
ity in ripening and blights early. It 
yielded 5,445 pounds of marketable 
seed per acre.

While admitting tho Importance of 
high fertility and good cultivation 
as essential for a good seed-bed, let 
us not forgot tho Importance of sow¬ 
ing good sound seed, pure ns to vari¬ 
ety, free from weed seeds, of high 
vitality, and which has been treated 
for smut. 

The time never was more oppor¬ 
tune or more ripe for the necessity 
of sowing pflto seed than It is to¬ 
day. 

With the evcr-increasing weed 
problem, and the multiplicity of va¬ 
rieties that are on the market, the 
time is at hand when wo must sow 
pure seed, if we expect to reap tho 
highest returns from our farms. 

Tho wide-awake fdrmer does not 
wait until the last minute to prepare 
and clean his seed, and will always 
bo found ready when seeding time 
arrives, to sow seed that has been 
cleaned, of good germination, and 
which has been treated for smut. 

The practice of the Mordon Ex¬ 
perimental Station, In regard to seed 
grain, Is to clean nil grain intended 
for seed purposes shortly after 
freeze-up and to forward two-pound 
samples to the Dominion Seed 
Branch, Winnipeg for grading and 
germination test. 

With the long winter days, when 
the farmer has ample time to spare, 
why not crank the little gas engine, 
start the funning mill going, get the 
seed grain ready, and be prepared 
for the big rush in the spring. 

For those farmers who are intend¬ 
ing purchasing seed grain, now is the 
time to get busy. Don’t delay, but 
secure your seed early, then you will 
have no worries about seed grain 
when spring opens up. 

In a seed grain survey made In 
Manitoba, one farmer was sowing 
seed supposed to be Marquis, but up¬ 
on analysis, only 60 per cent, was 
Marquis, while tho other 40 per cent, 
consisted of weed seeds, and other 
varieties of grains. 

We cannot hope to produce groin 
that will maintain our high stand¬ 
ards on world markets if more atten¬ 
tion is not given to the seed we sow.

Influence Of Sunlight 


Ihe Natural History Muscun. in 
South Kensington ths Science Mu 
scum In Exhibition Road, the Mu 
scum of Practical Geology in Jn 
myn Street, and the Royal Botauic 
Gardens, with the Herbarium and 
Museums at Kew, are four great 
scientific museums In the London 
area maintained solely or chieMy 
from public sources. Each has ii*« 
visitors of the sightseeing kind. 
Each has its clientele of serious spe¬ 
cialists, who visit the collections 
with a defined purposo ,and wno 
know something of the continuous 
research that lies behind the public 
exhibitions. 

Those museums however, and 
their truined staffs have an Immedi¬ 
ate practical utility, on which much 
stress is laid in the Interim Report 
of the Royal Commission on Nation¬ 
al Museums and Galleries, because 
they are an invaluable and not suf¬ 
ficiently* recognized agency in tho 
development of industry and of in¬ 
dustrial enterprise. A much larger 
part of the time of tho staff than is 
generally understood is occupied not 
merely by curating and abstract 
research, but in studying and advis¬ 
ing on problems of immediate prac¬ 
tical moment. 

Insects dispute mans lordship of 
the eurth more seriously than any 
other living creatures by direct at¬ 
tacks on his food, his health, and 
his habitations. If an insect plague 
Is to bo fought tho exact species 
must l>e identified as a first step to¬ 
wards distinguishing between harm¬ 
ful aud harmless and towards find¬ 
ing out the weakest point in the life 
history .against which measures may 
be taken with most chance of suc¬ 
cess. Advice is sought from the staff 
at the Natural History Museum. The 
whaling industry is recognized to bo 
in grave peril from reckless exploit¬ 
ation.

Experiment* Show Pig* Eating Out- 
sldo Take Feed 
In recent Iowa swine feeding tests 
one of tho Important observations 
mado was the effect of sunlight on 
nutrition. Thoao pigs that wero fed 
out In the open made about the 


same 

daily gain as tho ones fed inside. But 
they did It on less feed, states -a 
writer In Live Stock Markets. 

The pigs fed inside required an av¬ 
erage of 425 pounds of feed for each 
hundred pounds of gain to reach a 
weight of 225 pounds, while those 
fed in the sunlight reached the same 
weight with only 391 pounds of feed 
for each hundred pounds increased 
weight. Tho outside fed pigs mode 
$1.02 more per head over feed costs 
than did those fed inside. 

John M. Evvard, in charge of the 
experiments, thinks sunshine was 
responsible. Ho Is convinced of this 
because the outside fed pigs did not 
do nearly so well during tho early 
part of the feeding season when tho 
days were short and cold. After the 
days became longer and more mild, 
there was a marked improvement in 
gains. 

The conclusion is that probably in 
midwinter, it is well to feed pigs In¬ 
side. They should, however, have al¬ 
falfa hay as a source of vitamine D 
to take the place of the sun's rays, 
and to aid In assimilating minerals. 
As soon as the days lengthen and 
tho weather becomes more mild 
feeding outside will pay.

Stmrrlioldcm Of Grand Trunk Rail¬

Ottawa, Ont.—The shareholders of 
the Grand Trunk Railroad arc sock¬ 
ing the recovery of their right to 
control the railway property, now an 
integral part of the National Rail¬ 
way system, or fair compensation 
for their shares. 

To this end they have lodged a pe¬ 
tition of right with the government 
at Ottawa, claiming a fiat to sue the 
Dominion of Canada for the restora¬ 
tion of their property. 

The par value of the shares held 
by the shareholders amounts to 
about $180,000,000, and presumably 
the alternatives before the govern¬ 
ment, if the law suit was successful, 
would be either to pay these share¬ 
holders $180,000,000 or to surrender 
the Grand Trunk lines. 

At the moment none of the min¬ 
isters or deputy ministers concerned 
in this matter will discuss it. 


Ottawa.—-The documents tabled in 
the House of Commons by the Prime 
Minister in response to a request by 
Hon. R. B. Bennett, leader of the 
opposition, dealing with the question 
of the return of the natural resourc¬ 
es to the prairie provinces, disclosed 
that with respect to Manitoba the 
solution hinges upn the decision of 
the commission which Is now investi¬ 
gating the financial and other con¬ 
siderations relative thereto. 

Subject to agreement by the two 
governments concerned upon the 
findings of the commission, legisla¬ 
tion will be Introduced into both fed¬ 
eral and provincial houses to give 
effect to whatever recommendations 
are acquiesced in. 

With regard to Saskatchewan, Pre¬ 
mier James G. Gardiner and mem¬ 
bers of his cabinet will meet the fed¬ 
eral government here on Tuesday, 
February 19. This has been arrang¬ 
ed in response to a communication 
from Premier Gardiner. 

"The object of our delegation will 
be to have the unalienated resources 
turned over to the province and also 
to discuss the terms under which the 
transfer will be mutually accepta¬ 
ble,” Premier Gardiner’s communica¬ 
tion reads. 

The offer of the federal govern¬ 
ment to the province of Alberta 
which was made in December Inst 
year, following the conference with 
Premier J. E. Brownlee in Ottawa, 
is set forth at length and is declared 
by the Prime Miuistcr to bo ‘ not 
subject to further modification by 
correspondence.”

Flu Epidemic Has Reached Serious 
Proportions In France 

Paris. — France’s influenza epi¬ 
demic has become so serious that it 
has been found necessary to import 
nurses from England. 

This procedure ordinarily would bo 
attended with endless red tape, but 
much of this has been “dispensed with 
ir. the present instanco to facilitate 
treatment of cases in Paris hospitals. 
In some cases doctors have been able 
to get needed assistance by tele¬ 
phone within twelve hours from Lon¬ 
don. 

One hospital authority estimated 
that about onc-fiftli of the Parisian 
population were affected. 

Thus far most of the cases have 
been mild, but later reports show 
there has been an increase in pneu¬ 
monia and bronchial symptoms fol¬ 
lowing influenza. There has been a 
corresponding increase in the death 
rate.

BETTER SEED 


With ihe rapidly increasing acrage 
of land w’hich is bolug seeded to grain 
through out the western Provinces 
each year there is a growing need and 
demand for high quality seed grain. 

It is highly important from the 
standpoint of the farmer, the western 
provinces and the grain trade as a 
whole, that all land and especially 
our new land, that is devoted to grain 
clean high quality seed that is true 
to variety. 

The average farmer realizes tne 
importance of good seed: in helping 
to control weeds, increasing yields, 
Insuring uniform germination and 
Opening and reducing the cost of pro¬ 
duction etc. He is also aware of 
the negative possibilities of poor seed. 
But in spite of the forgoing it is gen¬ 
erally admitted that there is entire¬ 
ly too great a percentage of our land 
seeded to foul and low grade seed as 
has been conclusively shown by iccent 
investigation by our Dominion Seed 
Branch. 

One of the causes for the use of 
inferior seed can be traced to the 
lack of efficient seed grain cleaning 
equipment on the farm. With the 
average farmer the cleaning of seed 
is a laborious task necessitating the 
handling and rehandling of consider¬ 
able quantities of grain. Further¬ 
more ,his cleaning ermlpment which 
~epresentB a considerable investment 
when compared with the actual work 
work performed is quite often in a 
state of disrepair and thus produces 
very unsatisfactory results. Under 
such conditions the farmei very often 
decides to take a chance with seed 


which he knows is not up to his own 
standards of excellence. 

It would appear that an economy 
>f money, time, and effort, as wel 
is an improvement in the quality o. 
eed could be effected by consolidat 
ng the seed cleaning plant provided 
.vith modern equipment and under ex¬ 
perienced management. 

If such a local plant were located 
centrally with railway facilities, and 
provided with equipment for the clean 
ing of such kinds of farm seed as 
would meet local requirements, there 
would be little excuse for farmers 
using poor seed. It would provide 
an incentive to farmers to use and 
grow clean seed, legistered or com¬ 
mercial, and also aid in placing the 
same upon the market in u satisfac¬ 
tory condition. 

It might also be pointed out that 
such a plant could conveniently pro¬ 
vide for the treating of wheat for 
smut with copper carbonate, a method 
which is rapidly superseding the for¬ 
malin treatment. Such a means of 
emut treatment should be decidedly 
more efficient, cheaper, and less haz- 
lidous than would be the case if done 
>n the farm. 

Such local cleaning plants are now 
n operation in the province. They 
have been well patronised by the far- 
At the Lacombe Experimental Stut- 
'on where one in in operation it is eat 
imatod that last year 10,000 bushels 
of seed were cleaned, such a service 
must undoubtedly be a benefit \o the 
Lacomb district,
